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WEINER GETS 2-4 YEARS, FINE 
President Asks Power To Reduce 
Personal Income Taxes, Tariffs

CAMDEN, N. J. — Dr. Albert L. Weiner was sen­ 
tenced to from two to four years in the state prison at 
Trenton this morning and fined $12,000. 


Dr. Weiner was convicted in 12 of 15 counts of 
manslaughter Dec. 19 in Camden County Court. The 
44-year-old Erlton, N. J., osteopath who specializes in 
neuro-psychiatry was released in $20,090 bail shortly 
before 2 p.m. today. 
Weiner will be free pending the 
outcome of an appeal of his con­ 
viction to be taken to the ap­ 
pellate division of New Jersey’s 
superior court.

DAYTON, Ohio (UPI) - Indict­ 
ment^ were returned yesterday 
by a Federal Grand Jury here 
against 13 major electronics com­ 
panies on charges of price fixing 
in the sale of $21,480,000 worth of 
parts to military and commercial 
users. 


Tile jury also named nine in­ 
dividuals as part of its continued 
investigation following the indict­ 
ment of three major corporations 
in 1960 on charges of violating the 
federal anti-trust laws. 
In three separate true bills, the 
jury charged fixing of prices of 
film resistors used in air naviga­ 
tion and missile guidance systems, 
electrical circuits and computers 
and test and control equipment 
along with deflection yokes and 
flyback 
transformers 
used 
by 
commercial television. 


The defendants were scheduled 
for arraignment before the U. S. 
District Court here Feb. 20.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Kennedy asked 
Congress today for an array of new economic tools, 
including discretionary power to cut tariffs and reduce 
personal income taxes, to strengthen the Free World 
against the Communist offensive. 


In his State of the Union Mea 
sage to the newly convened law­ 
makers, Kennedy said a cold war 
armistice

away." He noted particularly the 
critical problems posed by Ber­ 
lin, Laos and Viet Nam. 


He cited with obvious pride, 
however, U.S. military progress 
during his first year in the White

House and said his new defense 
budget provides for more mis­ 
siles, men and substantial in­ 
creases in Air Force fighter units. 
This country, he said, has "re­ 
jected any all-or-nothing posture 
which would leave no choice but 
inglorious retreat or unlimited re­ 
taliation.'’ 
Prosperity At llomr 
Kennedy’s 
wide-ranging 
eco­ 
nomic, defense and foreign policy 
proposals were keyed to the 
theory that prosperity must be 
maintained at home to counter 
successfully the constant threat 
of military, political and econom.

His 6,000-word message, deliv­ 
ered in person to a joint session 
of the House and Senate, was 
carried to the rest of the coun­ 
try and overseas by radio and 
television.

The weatherman said this morn­ 
ing that, although the official low 
temperature last night only dipped 
to 12 degrees, there were unoffi- 
rial readings of as low as four 
degrees above zero in several sec­ 
tions of Lower Bucks.

Parole Eligibility 


Under New Jersey 
law 
Dr. 
Weiner may be eligible for parole 
after serving one-third of his max­ 
imum term, which would be 16 
months, minus time off for good 
behavior. 


Conceivably he could be re­ 
leased within a year. 


He was fined $1,000 on each of 
the 12 counts for which he had 
been convicted. 


His sentence was two to four 
years on each count with the 
sentences to run concurrently. If 
he cannot pay the fine he will 
remain in jail until it is paid. 


In big speech to the court Heine 
said it was needless to repeat die 
events that led to Dr. Weiner’s 
conviction. The trial was 
the 
longest in the county’s history, he 
said, and was a difficult one to 
prove. The state considered him 
guilty on all 15 counts, he said, but 
a jury found him innocent on 
three. 


Considerable Good 
The jury by its verdict, he said, 
indicated that it felt Dr. Weiner 
should go to prison. 
Over and above the gross crim! 
nal negligence exhibited by Dr. 
Weiner, the case might have done 
considerable good for the public, 
he said. The prosecution had re­ 
ceived several letters from doc­ 
tors, he said, indicating that they 
would exercise more care in their 
practices. 
“We proved our case beyond 
any doubt,” he said.

Personal Friendship 
DeMartino talked about his per­ 
sonal friendship with Dr. Weiner 
and about the doctor’s family of 
three children, tw0 of whom are 
honor students at school, he said. 
H« said he felt that Dr. Weiner 
already had been more than ade­ 
quately punished. His license had 
been suspended some time ago 
and since then he has had no in­ 
come, the attorney said. Dr. Wein­ 
er and his brothers are completely 
drained of finances because of the 
expense of the defense, he declar 
ed. 
The general public docs not need 
the lesson a jail sentence would 
teach, he said. Only the medical 
profession needs such a lesson and 
that, he said, already has been 
learned. Doctors have shown that 
they are purchasing new steriliza­ 
tion instruments by the thousands, 
DeMartino said. 
Gentle, Honest 
Incarceration 
should 
not 
be 
called for merely to satisfy the 
public’s ire, he said. 
He described Dr. Weiner as a 
good, gentle and honest man, who 
did not do anything with evil in 
tent. The court, he said, was not 
dealing with a killer or a rapist. 
“I ask, I even beg for the mercy 
of the court," he said. 
During discussion of the sen­ 
tence, Judge Martino said that 
during the course of the trial the 
defense had asked what sentence 
might be forthcoming if Dr. Wein­ 
er’s plea were changed to one of 
guilty. He would not answer the 
question, he said. 
Crime Preventive 
Judge Martirvo said, "What to 
do with the individual who violates 
the law has been a persistent 
problem since the beginning of 
society. Punishment is the means, 
not the end, of criminal justice. It 
has two ends, deterrent and re­ 
habilitation. Each of these is a 
preventive of crime. 
“A prison sentence demonstrates 
to others the consequences of com­ 
mitting a crime. Some knowledge 
that a penalty will be imposed in 
some situations may deter an in­ 
dividual tempted to violate a law. 
However, a severe sentence can 
can produce a deteriorating con­ 
dition without any benefit to so­ 
ciety. 
“Hiis defendant, I am sure,” 
the judge said, “did not contem­ 
plate that his criminal conduct 
would cause or threaten serious 
harm and I am convinced that his 
conduct was the result of circum­ 
stances that will not recur. 
Made Changes 
“The lessons taught by this lit­ 
igation should be incorporated in 
the textbooks used by medical stu­ 
dents.” he said. “Some practition­ 
ers I am sure have made changes 
in their practices. 
“Conviction in this case is not 
an indictment of the entire medi­ 
cal profession," he said. “And 
when I use the term medical pro. 
fession' I do not mean to dis­ 
tinguish between osteopathy and 
medicine.’’ 
Dr. Weiner's t r i a l revolved 
around his asceptic procedures 
and the fact that according to 
the state when he learned some 
(rf his patients had become ill he 
did not take the precautions be 
should. He spread a liver ailment 
known as serum hepatitis, accord­ 
ing to the state, throughout his 
practice, thus through his negli­ 
gence causing the 12 deaths. 
Longest In Hisory 
Top experts in liver diseases 
and epidemiology testified for both 
the state and the defense in the 
trial, the longest in Camden Coun­ 
ty and undoubtedly one of the 
most expensive. More than IOO ex­ 
hibits were introduced and more 
than IOO witnesses, including many 
of the doctor’s patients who con 
traded liver disease but recov­ 
ered, as well as relatives of those 
who died.
